CELEBRATED AUTHOR/ LECTURER JAMAKE HIGHWATER TO SPEAK AT MUSEUM NOVEMBER 23 

Jamake (pronounced juh-MAH-kuh) Highwater, distinguished author and 
commentator on America's native cultures, will give the Thomas Munro Memorial 
Lecture at The Cleveland Museum of Art on Sunday, November 23, at 3:30 pm. 

Mr. Highwater has written more than twenty books on the American Indians, 
their art and music, and is the writer, co-producer, and host of two PBS 
documentaries. Native Land (a cultural history of American civilizations) and 
The Primal Mind (named Best Film of the Year by the National Educational Film 
Festival). His lecture at the Museum, also titled "The Primal Mind," will 
explore some of the fundamental differences between European and native 
American cultures, their contrasting views on nature, land, time, art, 
architecture, and dance, and the misunderstandings that have arisen because of 
these differences in viewpoint. His lecture is the fourth in a series of free 
guest lectures presented in conjunction with the Museum's current exhibition. 
The Blood of Kings: A New Interpretation of Maya Art. 

Mr. Highwater has taught at Columbia University and New York University. 
An acclaimed speaker, he has lectured widely in this country and in Canada. In 
January of I 985 he addressed the City Club of Cleveland on the subject of 
"Racism and Culture." He has also appeared with Bill Moyers and Mortimer Adler 
on the PBS series. Six Great Ideas .

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Jamake Highwater has received numerous awards for his books, which 
include Song From the Earth; American Indian Painting , winner in I 98 O of the 
prestigious Anisfield-Wolf Book Award; The Sweet Grass Lives On; Fifty 
Contemporary North American Indian Artists ; Arts of the Indian Americas ; and a 
cycle of novels, The Ghost Horse Quartet . Native Land was described by Ashley 
Montagu as "...an enchanting book, sound, informative, beautifully balanced, 
and illuminating. No one has told the story of the Indians of the Americas as 
well as Jamake Highwater." 

Mr. Highwater 's lecture is supported by The Cleveland Foundation and the 
Thomas Munro Memorial Fund. Dr. Munro was curator of art education at The 
Cleveland Museum of Art from 1953 to I 967 and a leader in the field of 
aesthetics. One of the first museum curators to recognize and to encourage the 
study of the art of indigenous cultures. Dr. Munro believed that one can only 
understand art by looking at the total picture of the society that created it.
